The dem ise of the H istoric C arlisle 
and H anover turn p ik e as a toll road 
took place in a dram atic m anner T ues­ 
day afternoon when a caravan of m ot­ 
o rists from York and Adams Counities, 
arm ed with new axes, sm ashed the 
last gate to bits. The men who took 
p a rt in this cerem ony w ere those who 
had contributed to th e $10,000 fund 
th a t was raised w ith which to purchase 
the highw ay. 
W ith the check in band 
the 
p arty 
started for C arlisle Tuesday m orning 
to buy th e deed fo r th e pike, a tw enty 
mile highw ay, w ith eighteen miles in 
Adams C ounty and tw o 
in 
York. 
A fter securing the deed the party pro­ 
ceeded to H arrisb u rg where they called 
upon 
S tate 
H ighw ay Com missioner 
Sadler and 
presented him 
with 
the 
deed. The S tate authorities had 
p re­ 
viously agreed to place the road on 
th e Sproul m ap when the highway 
had been purchased from the Turnpike 
company. 
On Tuesday night the thoroughfare 
was ornam ented w ith a sign at 
both 
ends which reads, “ Free 
Roads. 
Pay 
No Toll. Pennsylvania .State Highway 
D epartm ent.” 
Liens ag ain st th e turnpike company 
am ounting to $240,000 were in exis­ 
tence b u t these w ere bought up at 
the greatly reduced figure. The old 
turnpike was a pant of the road from 
W ashington to H arrisb u rg 
and was
